Reconsideration of the application is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-18 are presently pending in the application and 
were indicated as being allowed in item 5 of the above- 
identified Office Action, which Applicant gratefully 
acknowledges . 

In item 2 of the Office Action^ Figs* 3 and 4 were objected to 
as failing to include the legend indicating that they were 
''prior art". The Examiner's suggested corrections have been 
made. Such amendments are supported by the originally filed 
Figs. 3 and 4, which were labeled as ^'PRIOR ART". Such 
amendments are additionally supported by the originally filed 
specification of the instant application, for example, on page 
10 of the originally filed application, lines 10 - 15, which 
describe Fig. 3 as a schematic diagram of the structure of a 
'^known'' ROM memory cell, and Fig, 4 as a circuit diagram of 
the structure of a conventional ROM memory cell array 
"accoirding to the pxiox- axt'^ . As such, substitute sheets 
including the amended Figs, 3 and 4, bearing the "PRIOR ART" 
legend, are being included herewith. Further, annotated 
pages, showing the changes made to Figs, 3 and 4, are 
additionally being included herewith.

Additionally/ in item 3 of the above-identified Office Action, 
the reissue was objected oath/declaration filed with the 
application was alleged to be defective as allegedly failing 
to identify each inventor by full name/ and country of 
citizenship and including the inventor's residence and mailing 
address. Resultantly, in item 4 of the Office Action^ claims 
1 ^ 18 were rejected as allegedly being based on a defective 
reissue oath.
